$72,000,000 COMMON STOCK 
FOR PENNSY SHAREHQLDERS 


One New Share for Each Eight 
Already Held Offered 
at $50. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The 
Pennsylvania Railroad has offered 
stockholders the right to subscribe 
for about $72,000,000 in common 
stock at the par,value of $50 a 
share, at the ratio of one new 
share for each eight shares held. 

The new issue will be used in 
capital expenditures for improve- 
ments all over the system in co- 
operation with President Hoover's 
plan to keep business and industry 
moving. 

In addition, the directors au- 
authorized the sale of $18,000,000 
of stock to employes, subject to the 
approval of the stockholders at 
their annual meeting next April. 
The stock allotment may be paid 
for in two installments, Jen. 15 and 
May 1. Those purchasing by cash 
in one installment will receive the 
full dividend.on Feb. 28. 

On the basis of last night’s clos- 
ing price of $83.87 for the stock 
on the New York Stock Exchange, 
the rights to purchase the new 
stock are worth about $4 per 
share. The offer, therefore, is 
equivalent to cutting a melon of 
about $45,000,000. 


SIX TURKEYS, ONE OF THEM

FOREIGN LEGION CALLED OUT 
TO FIGHT LOCUSTS IN MOROCCO 


Airplanes and Cavalry So Far Have 
Failed to Drive Pests Back 
Into Sahara. 

MARRAKESH, Morocco, Nov. 
27.—Efforts of the French Foreign 
Legion to repel invasion of swarms 
of locusts descending from slopes 
of the Atlas Mountains into the 
valley bases is proving one of the 
most serious tasks of the long 
career of that body of hardened 
fighting men. 

Airplanes and cavalry have 
been sent against the insects in 
attempt to drive them back into 
the SaWara wastes, but they con- 
tinue to overflow the country. The 
damage has reached several mil- 
lion. francs with no relief in sight 
unless strong northerly winds ap- 
pear, for which Arab and Chris- 
tlans are praying. 


Member of Old St. Louis 
Family Died Suddenly 
Day After Attending Fu- 
neral of His Mother. 


TOOK OVERDOSE 


OF SLEEPING POTION | 


Had No Financial Troubles 
but Worried About Death 
of Mother—Brought Her 
Body From France. 


Accidental death from an over- 
dose of a sleeping potion was the 
Coroner’s verdict today in the case 
of John O’Fallon Miller, member of 
an old St. Louis family, who died 
suddenly last night, a day after 
attending the funeral of his moth- 
er, whose body he had brought 
back from Paris, France, where 
she died Nov. 11. 

The Coroner found Miller’s death 
due to “heart failure caused by 
taking an overdose of a sleeping 
solution containing chloral hy- 
drate and bromide of potash—ac- 
cident.” 

Miller, who was 32 years old and 
the son of Col. Joseph Gilman Mil- 
ler and the late Mrs. Caroline 
O’Fallon Miller, died at the home 
of his sister, Mrs. Hayward H. 
Gatch, 1 Lenox place. 

Doctor Makes Report. 

Prior to the inquest the 
Coroner received the following 
written report of the death from 
Dr. E. V. Mastin, 51386 Westminster 
place, who had been summoned 


to the. nr . 
“At about 2 p. m. 
went to the Branson 


4501 Maryland avenue, in appar- 
ently good condition, according 0 
the druggist, with a prescription to 
be filled. | 
“About 6 p. m. he returned to

the druggist’s for his prescription | 


and the druggist noticed he was 
either under the influence of liquor 
or some drug, as he was acting 
very strangely. He returned to 
his home about 5:45 p. m. and his 
family accused him of drinking. 
This he denied and told them to 
smell his breath, which had no 
odor of alcohol. He went upstairs, 
talked very strangely, gradually 
hig speech became thick and about 
6 p. m. he fell on the floor and 
began breathing very heavily. 

“His family thought he was hav- 
ing a convulsion. I arrived on the 
scene at 6:15 p. m. and found him 
lying on the floor breathing his last 
and he died about two minutes aft- 
er I arrived.“ , 

After describing the prescription, 
the main ingredient of which was 
chloral hydrate, intended to induce 
sleep, Dr. Mastin concluded: “This 
prescription was unsigned and said 
to be written by a French doctor. 
A little over one-third of the bottle 
was gone. No other drugs were 
found on his person. I hope this 
gives you the desired information. 
It is all I know concerning the 


case.“ 
No Financial Troubles. — 

Miller's brother-in-law, Hayward 
H. Gatch, testified he noticed Mil- 
ler's speech was thick and his walk 
wobbly when he came home. 

“I suppose you think I've been 
drinking,” Miller said to Gatch, 
the latter testified. 

“No, Jack, I don’t think that, 
but you are a little bit strange,” 
Gatch replied. 

Miller then explained he had 
taken some medicine. Gatch un- 
derstood his brother-in-law was 
taking a “nerve medicine,” pre- 
scribed in Paws. 

In response to questions by the 
Coroner, Gatch said Miller was 
unmarried, had no financial trou- 
bles, but_had been worried about 
his mother’s death. 

“He and his mother thought the 
world of each other.“ Gatch con- 
tinued. “I do not think he took 
the drug with suicidal intent. I 
think he took it, knowing a small 
quantity did him good and believ- 
ing a little bit more wouldn't 
hurt.”

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Construction Plan So Far, 
Presented at White House 
Conference. 
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OWEN D. YOUNG 
AND INSULL PRESENT ; 


Dec. 5, President Will Ad- 
dress Business Men in 
Whose Hands Carrying

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Presi- 
dent Hoover was informed today 
by representatives of the public 
utility corporations that those or- 
ganizations would spend approxi- 
mately $1,500;000,000 in improve- 
ment and expansion programs dur- 
ing the coming year. | 

This information was conveyed 
on the basis of a survey made at a 
meeting of the utilities representa- 

vés yesterday in New York City. 

It indicated probably the largest 
construction program for any sin- 
gle industry in the country and 
added enormously to the grand to- 
tal eported to the President at the 
series of recent business confer- 
ences at the White House. 

More than 20 representatives of 
utilities companies gathered at the 
White House for a conference with 


the chief executive. Three separate 
reports were submitted, one by the 


and the third by the street railway 


Sloan, president of 
the National Electric Light Asso- 
ciation, issued this statement 
through the White House: 

The electric light and power, 
manufacturers and natural gas, and 
electric railway utilities contem- 
plate the expenditure of 581.400, 
000,000 during 1930 for new con- 
struction and expansion of facili- 
ties, an increase over the corré- 
sponding expenditures for 1929 of 
$110,000,000, 

“In addition to this amount they 
will spend to maintain existing 
properties $410,000,000,”’ 

Light Companies' Plans. 

Making a further statement on 
behalf of the light associations. 
Sloan said to the President: The 
electric light and power utility 
companies of the country contem- 
plate an expenditure during 1930 
of 9$865,000,000 for expansion of 
their facilities, an increase of $65,- 
000,000 for corresponding expen- 
diture for 1929. This does not in- 
clude expenditures for maintenance. 

“The programs provided for ex- 
pansion and development in all 
sections of the United States. 

“The electric utilities must main- 
tain themselves in a position to 
meet increasing demands for serv- 
ice as they develop, and they, 
therefore, plan their construction 
well in advance. 

“The plans for 1930 are complet- 
ed, large commitments have al- 
ready been entered into, and many 
contracts for equipment and ma- 
terial have been placed. Careful 
consideration of existing conditions 
has justified this expansion in an- 
ticipation of the growing require- 
ments of industry for power, and 
consumers generally for increased 
electric service.” 


Gas Business Expands. 

B. J. Mullaney, president of the 
American Gas Association, on be- 
half of that organization, said: 

“The American Gas Association 
statistical department estimates 
that expenditures for construction 
by the manufactured and natural 
gas industry of the United States 
in 1930. will aggregate approxi- 
mately $425,000,000, an increase of 
about 6 per cent over the corre- 
sponding expenditure in 1929. An 
additional $50,000,000 will be ex- 
pended to maintain existing service 
facilities.

Several members of the Beaver 
family; including two children, 
were in the house wheh the plane 
struck, They ran out and were 
not injured.

One eye-witness said he thought 
he saw a spurt of flame from one 
of the Fokker's four motors just 
before the descent to earth. 

Firemen rushed to the scene 
from the nearby towns of Min- 
eola and Westbury, but they were 
unable to the fire before 
the ex’ ive craft had deen de- 
stroyed and the two houses 
wrecked.

—Twelve State banks, with aggre- 
gate deposits of $3,520,976, failed 
to open today following the sud- 
den death last night of H. A. Me- 
Cauley, pioneer Oklahoma banker, 
who owned a controlling interest 
in each of them. 

McCauley died at his home in Sa- 
pulpa, 30 miles southwest of Tulsa, 
following inspection of his institu- 
tions by State bank examiners. His 
physician, Dr. P. K. Lewis, said he 
died of apoplexy. 

Dr. Lewis was called to the Mc- 
Cauley home last night by Mrs. 
McCauley. She said her husband 
collapsed when he started to retire. 
He died less than an hour later 
without regaining consciousness. 

Representatives of the State 
Bank Department were placed in 
charge at each institution. 


The banks announced as closed 
are: Sapulpa State Bank; The 
Bank of Mounds; Henryetta State 
Bank; Bank of Commerce, We- 
leetka: First State Bank, Vian; 
Citizens State Bank, Webbers 
Falls; Davenport State Bank; Oil- 
ton State Bank; First State Bank, 
Terlton; Avant Sfate Bank; Key- 
stone State Bank and The Bank 
of Kellyville. 

Their total deposits of the 12 
banks as of Oct. 4, given in the last 
statements to the bank commission, 
were $2,520,976. Capital stock to- 
taled $310,000. 

McCauley was president of all 
the banks but thos eat Henryetta, 
Webbers Falls and Vain. 


Vrozen Assets, Commissioner Says. 

C. Graves Shull, State bank 
commissioner, said: “While the 
banks were in bad condition due 
lo frozen assets, we had not in- 
tended to close them if Mr. Me- 
Cauley had lived. He was a sing- 
ularly able man and perfectly hon- 
est and we were trying to work 
out the situation with him. The 
failure of these banks 1s in no way 
an aftermath of the stock market 
collapse, but rather an aftermath 
of the farm land situation that 
started in 1920. 

McCauley thought he could work 
out his problem and did net sive 
up until yesterday, when he re- 
ceived a final answer from persons 
Whom he had hoped would take 
over the banks, in which they stat- 
ed they could not complete the 
transaction,” said Shull. “It was 
unfortunate that the failures oc- 
currred at this time because it will 
leave the impression with many 
that it was caused through the 
Stock market situation. None of 
McCauley’s banks carried that 
kind of collateral.’ 

$50,000 Life Insurance. 

McCauley had $50,000 life in- 
surance which was. made payable 
to the banks which he controlled, 
Shull said. Most of the money was 
to go to the Sapulpa bank. Shull 
said there was a possibility that 
the bank at Henryetta, the one at 
Sapulpa and possibly one or two 
others would reopen soon. 

C. J Alexander, assistant State 
Bank Commissioner, who was in 
charge of the affairs of the Sapulpa 
State Bank, said he understood Mc- 
Cauley was in Tulsa yesterday, at- 
tempting to arrange a loan to carry 
the Sapulpa bank over a crisis but 
was unsuccessful.

‘Sapulpa Bank, said McCauley was 


chairman of the board of most of 
the 13 banks in which he was in- 
terested. The American State Bank 
at Porum was the only one of the 
group which had not closed its 
Joors this morning. 

The closing of the Sapulpa State 
Bank leaves only the American 
National in Sapulpa. Henryetta 
also has only one remaining bank, 
the American Exchange State 
Bank, which was taken over re- 
cently by the Exchange National 
Bank of Tulsa. 

McCauley went to Sapulpa in 
1910 from Webbers Falls. He was 
a civic leader there, serving one 
term as Mayor, and was one of 
the first commissioners under the 
city manager form of government 
now in effect in Sapulpa.

In one action demand is made 
for an order setting aside the ac- 
quisition by the Fox interests of 
Loew’s, Inc., which, in turn, con- 
trols Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, Inc., 
proprietors of Metro-Goldwyn Pic- 
tures Corporation, a producing con- 
cern, and Metro-Goldwn-Mayer 
Distributing Corporation. 

The first complaint alleges that 
by the control of the Stanley Co. 
and the purchase of 71,893 shares 
of First National stock in the open 
market, Warner Brothers now com- 
pletely dominate First National 
Pictures and have transferred all 
its business and assets to the First 
National of Maryland. It is alleged 
that in this manner the First Na- 
tlonal has been elimmated as a 
competitor of Warner Brothers.

The investigation of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, however. is not di- 
rected merely toward the violation 
involved in the application of the 
“tube clause.” It contemplates a 
thorough examination, not only of 
the past and present trade prac- 
tices of the Radio Corporation, but 
also of the underlying agreements 
which are the foundation of that 
company’s commanding position in 
the radio industry. ) 

The discussion, which led to the 
creation of the Radio Corporation 
in 1919, took place in the offices 
of the General Electric Co. and 
was originally prompted by the 
suggestion of two Navy officers, 
who were alarmed over what they 
conceived to be the danger of a 
British monopoly in radio com- 
munication. This is the basis of 
the Radio Corporation's reiterated 


claim that it was “founded at the 
request of the Government.“ 
Pooled Their Patents. 

Subsequently the Westinghouse, 
American Telephone & Telegraph, 
and United Fruit companies were 
taken in on the ground floor, un- 
der agreements which resulted in 
a pooling of their radio patents for 
the benefit of the new corporation. 
The United Fruit Co. was included 
principally for the reason that it 
already had in operation a large 
number of radio stations in trop- 
ical America. The American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. afterward 
withdrew from the combination, 
and the Victor Talking Machine 
Co. came in through a merger 
with the Radio Corporation. 

A recent decision, which is cer- 
tain to influence the Department 
of Justice in its attitude toward 
the investigation, was that of a 
Federal Court in Chicago holding 
that pooling of patents constituted 
a violation of the Clayton act. It 
was rendered in connection with 
the pooling of gasoline “cracking” 
patents by certain oil companies. 

Incidentally, ft was recalled to- 
day that a complaint charging the 
Radio Corporation with unfair 
competition was issued more than 
a year ago by the Federal Trade 
Commission, but was allowed to 
lie in abeyance pending the out- 
come of the injunction suit in the 
Federal Court at Wilmington. The 
commission may now be expected 
to revive it, and pursue its own 
investigation independent of the

Then Mrs. Townsend came to 
America and the jewels were sent 
to her, addressed to a New York 
bank. They were refused by the 
bank as “romantic ‘and unsual 
business” and back they went to 
Vienna. 0 

Again Sent to America. 

Again they came to America, ad- 
dressed this time to Mrs. Townsend. 
Customs officials investigated the 
necklace and telegrams flew back 
and forth between Vienna, Wash- 
ington and New York. 

“We had to get it admitted duty 
free,” Mrs. Townsend said today, 
“because as an historic antique * 
was entitled to that, and to pay} 
duty on it was akin to admitting it 
was not the real necklace of Marie 
Louise.” 

Eventually it was admitted to the 
United States—duty free and cus- 
toms officials sent for Mrs. Town- 
send to claim the necklace. They 
clustered about it when she called | 
for it, exclaiming over its bril- 
liance and recommending armored 
cars and police escorts for its jour- 
ney to the bank. 


Wrapped in Brown Paper. 


Mrs. Townsend wrapped the 
jewels in brown paper and tied 
them with twine, boarded a subway 
and carried them to her. New York 
apartment and thence to a bank. 

The necklace, set in silver and 
gold, has 47 diamonds, the larger 
ones 15 carats. Around its circu- 
lar design hang 10 briolettes and 
nine pendants.

Shetlands, Nov. 26.—Speeding at 
the rate of more than 125 miles an 
hour, our Lockheed plane, ‘San 
Francisco,’ circled the heart of 
Deception’s volcanic crater today 
in the first flight of our Antarctic 
expedition this season. 

Al Cheesman, our pilot, had a 
thrill that seemed bordering on 
disaster to us, but to him it was 


just another “air break’’ that he 
handled successfully. 

Cheesman made a take-off pos- 
sible only because we have large 
tires on the plane. Crusted snow 
and moisture-saturated volcanic 
cinders lined the runway and or- 
dinary wheels would have sunk 
beyond, a possibility of movement. 

Speeding up Hoover Field— 
named after the. President—the 
San Francisco soared into the air 
and circled the island. It was 
Cheesman’s first flight in the 
Lockheed. For five minutes he 
circled around and then—he heard 
the engine die. 

With the trained pilot’s instinct, 
he turned the taps of the three fuel 
tanks. Then, once more, the en- 
gine took up its steady roar. It 
turned out that he had started 
with only one tank on instead of 
all. But with the full flow of gas- 
oline the Wright engine never 
missed a stroke. After 15 min- 
utes, Cheesman glided to an ex- 
cellent landing and Cramer, our 
other pilot, took the plane’s con- 
trols and climbed to 3000 feet. 
Here he stunted daringly, putting 
the San Francisco into all posi- 
tions, and then, to demonstrate 
the fitness of the plane and his 
skill at the controls, he glided to 
a landing on the narrowest part 
of the runway. 

The sky above was clouded, but 
far to the south the clear sunlight 
shone on Graham Land, which 
stood out with crystal-like bright- 
ness. The sight of land bathed in 
sunshine instead of the local dull- 
ness cheered us beyond all meas- 
ure and we hope to soar above the 
blankness of Antarctica soon in our 
first lengthy exploration flight of 
the expedition. 


Deception Island, upon which

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Gen. Jackson Says Army 


Engineers Have Turned 
Matters Over to Legal 
Department. 


Army engineers have turned over 
the acquisition of flowage rights 
in the 131,000-acre Southeast Mis- 
souri floodway to the legal depart- 
ment for condemnation, Brigadier- 
General Thomas H, Jackson said 
today, upon his return from an in- 
spection cruise to New Orleans with 
Major-General Lytle Brown, the 
new chief of engineers. 

Gen. Jackson explained that a 
few landowners accepted the Gov- 
ernment’s offers in individual ne- 
gotiations, but that closing the 
deals was prevented by. hopeless 
complications in bond liens. 

This settles the main plea of 
floodway landowners, which was 
for abandonment of private nego- 


tion proceedings to obtain the ease - 
ments. The fact that condemna- 
tion has deen ordered, however, 
does not mean “immediate” com- 
pensation. 

The first check on the speed 
with which condemnation can pro- 
ceed is the mechanics of prepar- 
ing abstracts on the several hun- 
dred parcels of land within the 
floodway. Many have been prepared 
and the job will be completed as 
rapidly as local concerns.can work. 
It has been estimated that all the 
petitions can be in court next year. 

The second check is the fact 
that the $325,000,000 project must 
be carried forward by annual ap- 
propriations, which must be al- 
lotted to its many phases with con- 
sideration for relative urgency and 
engineering timeliness. Condemna- 
tion thus is not expected to be 
complete until the setbeck levee is 
finished in the fall of 1931. 

Flowage rights cannot be used 
until the setback levee is com- 
pleted, since the flood control act 
prevents until then the reduction 
of present protection by lowering 
a section of the present river bank 
levee to “fuse plug” height. 

All but 12 petitions for right-of- 
way of the setback levee are in 
court, and the “viewers,” three 
freeholders each for Mississippi 
and New Madrid Counties already 
have been appointed by Federal 
Judge Faris.

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RULES GOVERNING 
TREASURY BILL SALE 


They Soon Will Be Put in Use 
as Method of Government 
Financing. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Gen- 
eral rules governing the sale and 


issue of Treasury bills, which soon 
are expected to be put into use as 
a new method of Government fi- 
nancing, were announced = yester- 
day by Secretary Mellon. 

The plan is to sell the bills at 
a discount instead of selling Treas- 
ury certificates bearing interest as 
means of taking care of the Gov- 
ernment's temporary financial 
needs, It was approved by Con- 
gress last June. 

The issuance of the regulations 
was accepted as indicating the 
Treasury would use this method, 
at least in part, in its December 
financing. At that time two issues 
of Treasury certificates are due 
and will total approximately 
750.000.000. Because of this of- 
ficials think the total Treasury 
offering for the winter financing 
may approximate $600,000,000. 

The fourth quarters’ income tax 
payments are due on Dec. 15 and 
are expected.to aggregate 00,- 
000,000, which amount with the

To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch. 

HE Florida turpentine peonage sys- 

tem, and the iniquitous State law per- 
mitting it, cannot long supvive such pub- 
licity as that furnished through the 
splendid work of your correspondent, 
Mr. Armstrong. The time has passed 
when such injustice can count on the 
support, or the indifference, of the peo- 
ple of Florida or any other state. Fed- 
eral interference will probably be un- 
necessary. 

In the mid-sixties of the last century, 
conditions were different. Not only 
Florida, but other Southern states, en- 
acted so-called vagrancy statutes which 
had the effect of forcing many of the 
lately freed slaves back into servitude 
These laws gave employers the author. 
ity and the profits of the slave owner 
without the slave owner’s responsibility 
for the welfare of his slaves. Of some 
of these statutes, Mr. Blaine well said 
that it might be possible to find in his- 
tory more cruel laws, but that no laws 
had ever been more meanly unjust. 

This folly in the South convinced the 
North that an attempt was being made 
to re-enslave the Negro. It was a chief 
factor in the landslide vote by which, in 
1866, the North upheld the Republican 
leadership in Congress, and repudiated 
President Johnson, who had encouraged 
Southern states in their suicidal decision 
to reject the fourteenth amendment. It 
made a moderate plan of reconstruction 
impossible, and insured Negro suffrage, 
which the North otherwise would not 
‘have approved. H.

This promises to be a year of increased 
tularemia, or rabbit infettion, because of 
the fact that the rabbit population seems 
to have been increased. And since near- 
ly all sections feel the effects of depressed 
business, cheap meat seems the order of 
the day. 

Rabbits are going on the market at a 
rapid rate and just such editorials as 
yours may be the means of not only 
saving lives but save a good deal of ex- 
pense and suffering.

Yet in our own time we are employing this same 


eral courts throughout the country the penalties vis- 
ited upon violators of the prohibition laws are becom- 
ing greater than those for offenses which have been 
crimes in all organized societies for centuries: Thanks 
to Congress. it is a greater crime under the Jones law 
to sell, manufacture, transport. import or export 
liquor than it is to violate some of the strictest of 
our Federal laws relating to crimes against the per 
son, against property, or against the Government 
itself. The maximum punishment for violating pro- 
hibition is five years in the penitehtiary, or a fine 
of $10,000, or both. The following are the maximum 
punishments for other Federal crimes: 


Oonepiracy te violate any law. 
Seditious conspiracy ...... 6 years and §5000 or both 


Only capital crimes, such as treason, murder and 
rape, and high crimes such as counterfeiting, threat- 
ening a mail messenger with a deadly weapon, and 
certain forms of embezzlement from the Government, 
rank in our Federal jurisprudence violation of the 
prohibition laws, or exceed in the enormity of their 
offense against society the use of liquor, albeit that 
use is only a custom of all other civilized nations. 
Even misprision of treason, that is, to conceal know!l- 
edge of it, is punishable by a maximum sentence of 
only seven years and a fine of $1000, or both. In the 
upsetting of values which resulted from the great 
emotional dry wave that was one of the corollaries of 
the World War, we have actually made a matter 
which relates to the stability and well-being of the 
Government a lesser thing than to violate a law 
which has resulted only in making hypocrites of the 
people and remains in the scale of human judgments 
exactly where it existed as an ideal when the pro- 
hibition ticket was the jest of our campaigns. 

A few days ago there was before Judge Davis in 
the Federal Court for the Eastern District of Mis 
souri a former policeman who had raised money or- 
ders. Judge Davis sentenced him to six months in 
jail on his plea of guilty. A few minutes before, in 
the same court, a bartender who sold a prohibition 
agent a drink ot whisky was sentenced to a year 
and a day in the penitentiary and fined $500. The 
one man had defrauded the Government; the other 
had violated the Jones act. The latter, moreover, 
had languished in jail three months before he was 
tried. In the Federal Court over which Judge Wham 
presides in East St. Louis the penalties under pro 
hibition surpass both in severity and number the 
penalties for almost all other violations of Federal 
laws. 

In short, we are doing precisely what they did in 
Spain, in France, in Latin America, in Italy, and 
throughout Central and Southwestern Europe, in 
those dreadful times when to question belief was 
to court destruction. An immensely more enlight- 
ened people than those of the terrible chapter from 
the twelfth to the seventeenth centuries, the happiest 
and most prosperous nation the world has ever 
known, the boast of our time, and the envy of men 
everywhere, we prove ourselves et heart no better 
than men were when the fires burned around Gior- 
dano Bruno and John Huss.

THE GIFT-TAX DECISION. 

Liberal opinion has become so accustomed to find- 
ing its favors in, Supreme Court utterances in the 
dissenting ‘views that it is always a special pleasure 
to be able to side with the majority. Such an oppor- 
tunity is afforded by the decision which holds valid 
the tax on gifts as.levied under the revenue act of 
1924 and amended by the tax laws of two years 
later. The Court ruled that Congress had authority 
to make the disposition of property by gift subject 
do taxation, like any other method of transfer. In so 
| doing it supported the effort of Congress to prevent 
persons from escaping payment of Federal inheri- 
tance taxes by giving away securities, cash and other 
property before death. Dissenting were Justices Van 
Devanter, Sutherland and Butler, who took the view 
that a gift tax is a direct tax, and hence in this cage 
usconstitutional, since it was not apportioned as re- 
quired by the Constitution in imposing direct 1 

Justification for the gift tax. as for the inheritance 
tax, is well stated in the first of Adam Smith's can- 
ons of taxation. The father of modern economics in 
his “Wealth of Nations” wrote a century and a half 
ago: “The subjects of ‘every state ought to contrib 
ute toward the support of the Government as nearly 
as possible in rtion to their respective abilities: 
that is, id proportion to the revenues which they re- 
spectively enjoy: the protection ot the state.” 


If we may derive such a tax concept as the “ability- 
then the tax on gifts comes under it just as surely as

does the imberitamce tax. A gift before death is just 


as mech a fortuitous income as after death. The re 
cipient may be just as much surprised one time as 
another. Unquestionably just as much taxpaying 
ability abides in a gift before the donor's death as 
after. 


_After the American public school system as we know 
it today had evolved from the religious school and 
the pauper school, there arose the question of how 
to support it. Lotteries and license taxes for educa- 
tion were tried, but the greatest faith was reposed 
in gifts of land by the states and the Government. 
The large yearly incomes expected from this source 
failed to materialize, and it became evident that the 
only way to support schools was by direct taxation 
of property, both by the state and locally. This te 
form, however, was not to be put into effect with- 
out a long, hard fight, with the watchword, “The 
wealth of the state must educate the children of the 
state.” This rallying cry of a hundred years ago be- 
comes timely again in Missouri with the recent re. 
port on educational inadequacies and the discussion 
of means to remedy it. 

Just how far Missouri is falling behind in its duty 
to educate the rising generation may be graphically 
shown by comparison with other states. Where Mis- 
souri spends $89 a year on each student in its public 
schools, Indiana spends $105, Massachusetts $119, 
Illinois $125, New York $148 and New Jersey $155. 

The states nearest Missouri in total population and 
in public school attendance are Indiana, North Caro 
lina and New Jersey. Here are the figures for the 
yearly public school budgets and the value of public 
school properties:

The price North Carolina pays for its meager pub 
lie school budget is shown by its high percentage of 
illiteracy. 

For comparisons at home we have figures pre 
pared by W. W. Gibbany, statistician of the State De- 
partment of Education. He shows that the.people 
of the State spend twice as much for automobiles as 
for education, twice as much for new buildings, more 
for ice cream, soft drinks, chewing gum and tobacco 
than for education. For every dollar spent in the 
State for education, be says, $7 is spent for luxuries. 
These figures show plainly that it is not because of 
poverty that Missouri spends so little on its public 
schools. Equalization of taxes and more efficient 
fiscal and educational machinery would make better 
schools possible without an excessive burden on the 
citizen.

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THE EDISON OF THE BLIND. 

Thomas Edison is not the only light-giver whose 
achievement has an anniversary this year. A simi- 
lar genius in the country of the blind changed dark- 
ness into light 100 years ago, when he made it pos- 
sible for the sightless to learn more readily and to 
read for themselves the great things in literature. He 
was Louis Braille, inventor of the touch reading sys- 
tem now used all over the world. Blinded at the 
age of 3, he was educated in a Paris school for the 
sightless, and set about seeking a simpler alphabet 
than the system then in vogue. These consisted of 
raised characters similar to the ordinary alphabet, 
but the blind found it difficult to follow the curves 
and diagonals of the letters. 

Braille’s invention was amazingly simple. Its basis 
was six little dots, arranged in the form of a rectan- 
gle, two dots wide by three dots long. With the raised 
dot system 63 combinations are possible, creating an 
alphabet, numerals, mathematical signs, punctuation 
marks, musical notes and accents in foreign lan- 
guages. The Braille characters, now standard, have 
given rise to an entire literature for the blind. Braille 


is used for correspondence among the blind, college 


students use it for taking notes and blind orchestras 
find music in the rows of little dots. There is an 
Egyptian edition of the Koran in Braille, the London 
Daily Mail publishes a weekly issue in it, Japan has 
a daily in the characters and there is a Braille mag- 
azine in Esperanto. - 

Thanks to the Frenchman’s invention of a century 
ago, city libraries now are open to the sightless. 
Civic and benevolent organizations constantly add 
to the store of bulky Braille books, many punched out 
laboriously by hand, others printed on ingenious 
presses. The St. Louis Public Library has 6000 such 
books, which had a circulation of 18,900 last year. 

No streets will be illuminated for the centenary of 
Louis Braille’s achievement. His illumination of the 
human mind among an unfortunate group condemned 
to eternal darkness stands as his monument.

When Americans are reproved for lawbreaking, they recall that many statutes on the 
books cannot be obeyed and have no purpose or power behind them; instinct 
knows this difference, which Jefferson defined; by his view, one sees absurdity 
of Hoover's; all of us are statute breakers, but with consciences clear of evil.

Coolidge Carter, some years ago raised 

the question, What Is Law? and called 
attention to its immense difficulty. Mr. 
Brand Whitlock, then Mayor of Toledo. 
brought it up again about 20 years ago in 
a little monograph that never got alt the 
attention it deserved, called “The Admin- 
istration ef Law in Cities.” Both these emi- 
ment men gave the question up as un- 
answerable. 

When Mr. Hoover, Mr. Taft, Senator Cap- 
per and others of our representative men 
undertake to reprove us for lawbreaking. 
their complaints iogically run back to this 
question. The average man's instinct 
knows that when Mr. Hoover talks about 
law-breaking he really means statute-break- 
ing. Anyone can tell offhand what a statute 
is. It is anything that certain elected per- 
sons have written down on a piece of paper, 
and another elected person has signed. 


But is a statute per sea law? I remem- 
bér a statute passed in one of our Middle 
States to the effect that two trains ap- 
preaching an intersection must both come 
to a full stop, and neither may start again 
until the other has passed! Is that a law? 
The instinct of the average man promptly 
says it is not, and the judgment of instinct 
is borne out in the fact that no such statute 
ig obeyed, can be obeyed, or has any power 
to get itself obeyed. But the moment this 
is acknowledged. the moment it is admitted 
that private judgment has any play what- 
ever in the premises, that moment there is 
introduced the whole vast question, What 
is Law? 

From the Constitution down te the munic- 
ipal ordinances of one-horse towns, we have 
a mass of enactments, many of them prac- 
ticable enough and some of them rather 
sensible, that somehow fail of being actual 
laws; they are not obeyed or enforced or 
even ever heard of, and they apparently 
have no power to rescue themselves from 
this extreme desuetude. Whichever way one 
looks at it, there seems a most important 
essential difference between a law and «e@ 
statute: between a law and an ordinance; 
even between a law and a Constitutional 


0 of our ablest lawyers, Mr. James 
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gret to say, causes him to raise other im- 
plications which, while not more culpabie 
than the foregoing, are more directly offen- 
sive to large numbers of our citizenry. Those

NCE, in keeping with the aris-

understand the constitution of his 
own body.” (Hearty applause | 
from the time-spirit.) 


Aside from the overwhelming ' 


mass of erudition on the origin 
and diffusion of races and cul- 
tures, the most striking portion of 
the book is that which sets forth 
the Doctor’s suspiciously flattering 
picture of primitive man. He 
claims to have absolute proof, and 
roundly condemns certain other 
scientists for having equally abso- 
lute proof to the contrary, that the 
ancient tradition of the “golden 
age” of primitive man must be ac- 
cepted as simple fact. 


It is true that, during the t 
decade, this old idea has —— 
creeping into an occasional book 
whose author may Have been espe- 
cially sensitive to tlhe whims of the 
time-spirit; but Dr. Smith seems 
to be the first contemporary to 
base a whole theory of society up- 
on the idea that primitive -man 
was absolutely perfect in every 
way—the inference being obvious. 


When man was totally ignorant, 
ran naked, had no laws, no moral 
code, no government, no ethical! 
conceptions of any sort, the Doc, 
tor asserts, he was unutterabl 
happy, peaceful, kind, decent and 
everything else that a good hombre 
ought to be. Then civilization go‘ 
started, and the process of degra- 
dation began. “Hence, while nat- 
ural man is Nature's Gentleman.’ 
under more complex social circum- 
stances his conception of right and 
wrong is acquired from the com- 
munity in which he is brought up. 
Quite apart from such acquired 
conventional (cortical) ideas of 
morality there is implanted in 
every human being an innate 
(thalamic) sense of honesty and 
goodness.” 


“Cortical,” it will be noted, re- 

fers to. the higher nerve centers, 
those that have been developed the 
more recently by civilization, while 
“thalamic” refers to the very an- 
cient nerve responses of the origi- 
nal animal. Anatomically speaking, 
therefore, it is the cortex, with its 
artificial restraints, that-is playing 
the devil with us; and presumably. 
only the good old brute thalamus 
can render us natural and happy 
again. (Hurrahs from the time- 
spirit.) 
Already. it seems, a great many 
people are discarding their cor- 
texes and running loose with only 
their thalamuses on, so to speak. 
Soon it may be a disgrace to be 
caught out with even a very small 
cortex. 

Curiously enough, the Doctor 
speaks very highly of Greek civili- 
zation of the great age, though it 
may be assumed that a considerable 
measure of “cortical” development 
was involved. Surely Aeschylus, 
Sophocles, Euripides, Socrates and

When the moving pictures 
adopted talk, declared R. T. D. 
Acland of Balliol College, “they 
lost the only thing they ever had 
to make films superior to the 

ction.” Their realism, he 
illustrated, was fractured by such 
curious phenomena as “a police- 
man running silently across the 
room to the telephone and picking 
up the receiver with a crash.” 
In the old days,” he fqndly re- 
called, “when you saw the villain 
press a button and the hd¢roine’s 
house go up in a puff of, smoke, 
you did not imagine the heroine 
was inside the. house—but neither 
did you imagine the. explosion 
made a sound like a beautiful bab- 
bling brook. 

“The talkies cannot show even 
so simple a thing as a man run- 
ning about the room and saying, 
Where the hell did I put that 
stud?’ Because of his varying dis- 
tance from the microphone, what 
the audience would hear is ‘where 
TPE hell did I put THAT STUD!’ 
America has given jaz and 
flagpole-sitting to the world,” 
boasted C. F. Lamkin of Washing- 
ton University. “It has. produced 
the .cocktail, the gin rickey, and 
then prohibition. Each has been 
graced with considerable attention, 
not to say critical attention, from 
our English cousins. 

“Now we give them the talkies, 
and they resent At last,” he 
exclaimed, “our patriotism is 
aroused, and we protest! 

“Talkies will-not lower a cultural 
level ‘which they merely represent. 
Slang will not be made more prev- 
alent; merely more simultaneous.”

When the Oxford team sought 
admittance to the United States, 
related B. J. M. MacKenna of New 
College, they were asked if they 
favored polygamy or anarchy and 
if they had $50—‘as though any-

HE Russian Symphonic Choir 

gave a concert of sacred and

— The 
British mandatory government in 
Palestine could not have avoided 
trouble among the Arabs even 
without the Jewish colonization 
policy, according to testimony yes- 
terday before the commission in- 
vestigating the recent riots. 


Prosecutor Merriman's conten- 
tion that the Grand Mufti exploit- 
ed the religfous conflict to consol- 
idate his own political position as 
president of the Moslem Supreme 
Council was supported by the chief 
witness, an assistant secretary of 
the Government named Antonius. 

Antonius, a Christian Arab orig- 
inally from Syria, admitted that 
before the outbreak Moslems in 
Palestine were sharply divided on 
the question of this council. Jaffa. 
Hebron, Nablus and Safed were 
strongly opposed to it, he said, 
while only the Gaza and Beersheba 
districts were friendly, with Haifa 
opinion divided. 


Numerous newspaper articles 
submitted by Merriman attacked 
the Mufti for misappropriating a 
“religious trust fund,” alleging tha 
$500,000 collected outside of Pal- 
estine for the Syrian refugees after 
the Demacus uprising in 1925 
never reached those for whoin the 
money was intended. 


Antonius said he knew that the 
Mufti, who was named one of the 
trustees of the fund by the Pales- 
tine Syrian committee, was accused 
by his opponents of mishandling 
the money. 

In cross-examining the witness. 
Merriman stressed the fact that 
after the Jerusalem riots of 1920 
the Mufti, then a private citizen, 
was sentenced to a long term in 
prison as a seditious agitator. He 
broke jail and escaped. 

When Sir Herbert Samuel de- 
clared a general amnesty the Mufti 
was not included. but six months 
later he was pardoned as the re- 
sult of a special petition and ele- 
vated to his present position as 
head of the Moslem Supreme Coun- 
cil. 

Antonius said it would be a 
mistake to think the British man- 
datory could have avoided its prob- 
lems had it not been for the Jew- 
ish home policy. 

“Jewish question or not,” the 
witness.declared, “the Government 
must face its chief problem of the 
people’s representation in the Gov- 
ernment.” . 

According to the witness, prac- 
tically the whole Arab population 
of Palestine is united against the 
Jews and especially against certain 
aspects of Zionism.

In addition to serving as as- 
sistant dean of men, Clark will aid 
Coach Kilburn in coaching the 
various junior college athietic 
teams. Clark is a graduate of 
Principia and vice president of the 
Principia Alumni Association. 

Clark began his athletic career 
at Principia under Coach Al Mar- 
quard, He played quarterback on 
the undefeated Principia teams of 
1922 and 1923. Clark was on the 
receiving end of the “Berninger 
to Clark” passing combination 
which was a big factor in the suc- 
cess of the teams. In 1923 Clark 
scored a total of 103 points, a 
record at Principia.

cultivator, held her breath with 
far more agitation than she had 
felt on the night I made my debut 
at the Metropolitan Opera. 

But the.job of driving those 
draft horses and driving them in a 
straight line was not nearly so 
hard as it looked. Horses are 
very intelligent. They knew they 
must not step on the corn, and 
they never did. I had very little 
difficulty, though the audience 
thought it was a very wonderful 
thing for a city girl to do. If you 
have lived for a long time in cities 
they think you must be ignorant 
and not very resourceful. 

Driving the tractor was a differ- 

ent problem. But for one used to 
driving a car I do not think it is 
so very difficult. I enjoyed it. I 
got a great thrill out of guiding 
that powerful machine across the 
land. A tractor, let me explain, 
takes thé place of the horse. It 
pulls the plow and harrow across 
a wide swath of soil and drills in 
the seed. Our wheat and barley 
and corn were sowed that way. 
On the wheat and barley fields 
that is all there is to it until har- 
vest time. The sun and wind and 
rain and the night and dew do the 
rest. ~ ; 
I wish I could describe the de- 
light of moving across freshly 
ploughed ground. It is such clean- 
smelling dirt with the sun beating 
down onit. I should like to plough 
in the old-fashioned way, as my 
grandfather did in Kansas, walk- 
ing in the shining furrows behind 
the horses. But my ranch is not 
equipped for that. Instead of 
driving the tired horses home at 
night, feeding and watering them, 
we fill up the engine with gas 
and it is ready for the next day’s 
work. 

For harvesting we have a com- 
bine that reaps-and threshes the 
grain as it moves along, and loads 
it onto the truck that takes it to 
the elevator where it is sold to the 
grain dealers.

apartment I would be there now 
enjoying the view, only for the 
fact that there are contracts to be 
lived up to. For several weeks 
I shall be busy making singing 
records. After I am through with 
this present recording contract, we 
hope to go home, get our house 
built and settle down. 

Meanwhile I am using odd ends 
of time making hooked rugs and 
needlepoint covering for the fur- 
niture and hemstitching linens.

After 
I had béen hoeing for a while she 
remarked that I would have a fine 
garden of my own some day. But 
there was no use planting flowers.

I expect td do all kinds of jobs 
on the farm and in the house. The 
resourcefulness that has to be used 
by a grand opera singer should 
help me to be a better farmer than 
if 1 had not had that experience. 
I think that a person who learns

When I was a child 1 
adored farm life and spent much 
time with relatives there. Living 
in New York and Italy and Paris 
has only intensified my love for 
the country. I’ve always had a 
miniature farm on the window sill 
or in the back yard. Just now in 
New York I’m experimenting with 
cherry and peach trees in pots. 
On the ranch I can do real digging, 
for we are going to have lots and 
lots of flowers and some vegetables.

Whe her or not further investi- 
gati-. will prove that these troubles 
sometimes do originate through the 
attempt to change handedness it 
seems wise, in view ot, the proba- 
bility of bad effects, to let the left- 
handed child use his hands as he 
pleases. 

There is, of course, a certain 
amount of social pressure brought 
to bear upon the left-handed child. 
He is considered awkward and 
clumsy, and in consequence, often 
is made to feel inferior before his 
fellows. i 

The comments of those outside 
the home, however, will not —_ 
him seriously if his own family 
does not make his left-handedness 
the subject of comment.
